operations of Alabama's ABC state 
monopoly liquor system, 
which 


canned lor the year $13.402,043. It 
went to the following public agen- 
cies: 


First $2,200,000 divided as fol- 
f&Iows: Stale general fund $1,000,000; 
State Department of Public Welfare 
:$200,000; general" funds of the 67 
counties $200,000; county depart- 
iments.of public welfare $200,000; 
^municipalities in 
which 
liquor 
stores aie located $400,000, and 
all 
mcoipoiated 
municipalities 


$200,000 (divided on a pio-iated 
population basis). 


£fccty per cent of the remaining 
profits went to the state general 
fund, giving it $5,942,082—and the 
final balance, $5,25U,9G1 was di- 
vividcd between county and city 
^governments. 


AJabama owns all liquor stores, 


ac<jpiiring for the state and local 
governments the entire profits of 
this business. Similar state liquor 
monopolies are operated by Vir- 
giiua, Ohio, Pennsylvania and other 
cogimonwealths. They have occas- 
ional trouble, but by and large 
the. State liquor monopoly system 
provides not only the best method 
of ]pontrolling a troublesome traf- 
fic paut also yields a very sub- 
stantial amount of tax money 
& Prohibitionists do not like the 
state monopoly idea, and yet I have 
a feeling that in time we will come 
• to it in Arkansas.

up with a new reason today why 
Senator Taft of Ohio should step 
down from his top GOP post in the 
senate.

ator Flanders of Vermont. 


Taft heads the Senate

can policy committee, which

come under sharp attack from a 
group of 14 GOP senators who dis 
agree with his views and those of 
Bother veteran leaders. The dissat 
'. isfied 14 failed in an effort to un 


•seat Taft earlier this month. 
Flanders, who at 68 calls

self "one of the grizzled young 
Turks" of the 
party

Senator 


Taft. and appreciates his abilities 
but^Ksagrees with him on what is 
'politically wise for the party

his own political future."

ings of some 25 more "Axis Sally" 
broadcasts when the treason trial 
of Mildred E. Gillars is resumed 
next week. 


The prosecution planned to re- 
ploy the

in an effort to 
back up its contention 
that 
the 


American-born Miss Gillars tried 
to undermine U. S. wartime mo- 
rale, both on the fighting front and 
at home. 
The trial was recessed until Mon- 
day on agreement of counsel for 
both sides. The attorneys wished 
time to prepare additional data. 
For nearly four hours yesterday, 
the jury of seven men and 
five 


women listened to what the prose- 
cution claims are 
official U. S. 


government recordings 
of broad- 
casts Miss Gillars made over the 
Nazi radio.

In one 
recording, 
the 
silken- 


voiced woman disc jockey known 
as "Axis Sally" appealed to GI's 
to 'surrender." She chided them 
for risking their lives when their 
girl friends were "running around 
with one of the 4-F's back home." 


After playing a recording of the 
tune, "I surrender dear," 
Sally 
commented: 


"Well, I'm afraid that she will 
never surrender till you kids sur- 
render. Well, how about it? It's 
not a bad idea, really. After all 
you're fighting—it's a tough fight— 
but there's no getting the Germans 
down."

By The Associated Press 
Foreign 
ministers of the five 
Brussels 
alliance 
states 
have 
agreed to set up 
a 
"Council of 
Europe" with a fledgling cabinet 
and an advisoy parliament. 


Details are to be worked out by 
a permanent commission of 
the 


five nations—Britain,, France,. Bel- 
giurn, the Netherlands-and Luiem- 
nourg. Other European 
countries 


will be asked to help establish the 
council, with the first invitation ex- 
pected to go to Italy. 


The council of Europe will be di- 


vided into two sections: A minis- 
;erial committee, which will be a 
kind 
of 
cabinet 
with 
limited 


powers and a consultative assem- 
bly, which would be in the form of 
a parliament but with only 
ad- 
visory authority. 


Agreement on establishment of 
the council was announced yester- 
day in London. Washington offi- 
cials hailed the development and 
pointed out that promotion of Euro- 
pean unity has been a major ob- 
jective American policy.

Washington, Jan. 29 — (/I

stripped of the court injunction pro 
visions which have brought such 
vigorous protests from organized 
labor. 


The 
"onepackage"

sent to the senate labor committee 
would 
repeal

Taft-Harlley law and restore the 
old Wagner Labor Relations 
act 


with "improvements" 
asked 
by 
President Truman. 


Secretary of Labor Tobin is due 
to go before Ihe committee Mon- 
day to explain provisions of Ihe 
new measure, which was released 
lo rcpprlers by the committee to 
day without comment. 


Under the Taft-Hartley law, the 
government has had authority to 
obtain court orders to bar strikes 
for an SOday period after other 
means of settlement had 
failed. 
These odors can be sought where 
the national welfare is involved. 


This provision was vigorously op 
posed by labor groups which de 
mandod Taft-Hartley repeal as an 
issue in the election campaign last 
fall. 


Under the new law proposed by
